g-ood Catholic must of necessity be a 
good citizen; ho cannot be one with- 
out being- the other. 
Catholics,

said, are often heard to deplore this 
spirit of monopoly, but they have the 
mpan.i of suppressing H in the exer- 
cise of their right to suffrage.
